Em. anp Dxrar Sir: 


I am requested by the Food Administrator, Henry B. 
Endicott, to call the attention of the members of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island to the necessity of 
saving in the way of consumption of food supplies. 

I would suggest to you, therefore, that an important food economy 
may be accomplished if, first and foremost, — lunches, suppers, colla- 
tions or banquets are arranged so as to take the place of a regular 
meal of the members and not to constitute a fourth meal for that day; 
secondly, that the following rules be followed: 

1. That on Tuesday and Friday no meat (including 
poultry) should be served at lunches, suppers, colla- 
tions or banquets, and that on other days no beef, 
mutton or pork, that is, no meat excepting chicken or 
other poultry, should be served. 

2. That no bread, rolls or crackers, made wholly 
of wheat flour be served at these occasions on any day 
of the week. 

3. That the amount of sugar used either for cake 
or in other ways be strictly limited. 

I would further suggest that if the Commanderies feel obliged. to 
have Ladies’ Nights or other semi-public receptions during the coming 
year, that no refreshments be served otherwise than to take the place 
of a regular meal. 

Bear in mind at all times that it is only by careful conservation of 
our food products that this war can be won. We must help to our 
utmost those of our Allies who are fighting with us, as it is practically 
impossible for them in peaceful times to raise enough food to supply 
their own demands, and at the present time the amount with which 
they can supply themselves from their own farms is so small that they 
would face starvation were it not for the fact that we are supplying 
the deficiency. 

It is my desire that a copy of this letter be borne jn your regular 
monthly notices following the receipt of the same, and that it also be 
read at the head of the Commandery and given all the publicity in 
your power; and that you would not only publicly but privately 
among your members urge economy in the way of food wherever it is 
possible to economize.
